MINTS GLUTTED WITH SILVER. 

Chieago Tribune.— The United 8tates 
Mint at Philadelphia now contains the 
extraordinary amount of 110.000,000 
ounces of bar silver, or sufficient for thi 
coinage of 150,000,000 ailvor dollars, and 
besides this it holds some $10,000,000 in 
rained silver. The vaults are full to 
overflowing aud It has been necessary to 
have constructed a new steel lined vault, 
which was completed about a week ago 
It Is 35 feet long, 8 feet wide aud 10 feet 
high, yet ft will hold but about 20,000,000 
ounces if piled full from floor to ceiling. 
As silver bullion is now being received 
there at the rate of 8,800,000 ounces per 
month this additional room will be filled 
within a half year and then will rise the 
necessity of occupying still other room 
should the purchase of silver by the 
Government be continued as at present. 

There is no more sense, reason or Jus 
tice in buying up the product of the silver 
mines to be stored on Government ac 
count at Philadelphia and other points 
than there would be in the Treasury tak 
ing from the cotton raisers of the South 
an<t the wheat farmers of tho West their 
surplus produce and holding It like a rod 
in terroreni over the heads of tho trade, 
which always looks at the "visible sup- 
ply" as an important element in the pro- 
cess of determining the price to be paid 
for an articlo.

The Text of the Russian Treaty 
to Be Published.

Washisotoji, Marc* 80.— The full 
text of the recently-ratified Russian 
tradition treaty will be given to the 
public within a few days. The resolu- 
tion to make it public, which was re- 
ferred to the senate eommittee on for- 
eign relations, is to be reported favora- 
bly and adopted. The senators who 
voted for the treaty are anxious to havs it 
published lo full. They declare that it 
has been garbled and misrepresented in 
a shameful manner by the nihilistic 
refufre.-s in the country, and that the 
secret agentB of the anarchists have 
been noing about the country for weeks 
working up a feeling against the treaty 
by misrepresenting its provisions t< " 
uninformed people. 

It ia contended that the clause which 
is alleged to be In the treaty making 
"the forgery of government papers" ex- 
traditable could be established in effect 
by Russia even had it been stricken 
out by the senate, for all Russians pre- 
senting passports upon the frontier 
could he detained until the signature of 
the officer which appears upon the pass- 
port is verified. It is intimated at the 
Russian legation here that such a prac- 
tice will be established in any event, 
that in fact it is already ordered. This 
would, it is contended, make unimpor- 
tant the alleged "government paper" 
forgery clause in the treaty and remove 
the la.- 1 complaint against it by honest 
intentioned citizens 

Something of a sensation was created 
in senatorial circles Wednesday morn- 
ing when It was learned that there was 
a democratio caucus held Tuesday night 
for the purpose of agreeing upon a pro- 
gramme to check the proposed iavestl- 
gation into the charges of criminal em- 
bezzlement preferred against Senator 
Roach, of North Dakota, and that as a 
counter movement the democratic sena 
tors would attempt to broaden the 
scope of the proposed investigation and 
make it reach every man who occupies 
a seat in the senate. The new turn 
which the democrats, who are led by 
Mr. Gorman, are taking is intended, of 
course, to "call off" the republicans 
and compel them to abandon their raid 
upon the democratio senator. 

It is probably the first time in the 
history of the country when it was even 
proposed to Investigate charges affect 
ing the morsl character of United 
States senators and allegations entirely 
foreign to their election to the senate. 
Heretofore investigations have been 
confined to the elections at tbe polli 
<n the legislatures. Now it is proposed 
to dive into the private lives of senators 
to inquire whether their daily lives are 
such aa to give them a certificate of 
character which will fit them to sit in 
the senate. 

Secretary Greaham says there is nc 
authority for the statement made by a 
press dispatch from Chicago to the ef- 
fect that he and Secretary I.amont and 
Edwin Walker were conferring wit 
i to opening the World'a fair 
Sunday.

She was Mrs. Annie B. Sutherland, the 
keeper of a disorderly house on Halsey 
street, Newark. Buchanan married 
her seventeen days after obtaining the 
divorce decree.
